Your labor is your capi­ 
tal. i want my employer to do good 
business and make a good profit And 
you want your 
employer to do the 
same, and then you want to use all 
honorable and 
peaceful 
and 
legal 
meana 
to see that he grants you a 
fair division of his profits in the form 
of good and remunerative wages; and 
I want to tell you, right here, that the 
Democratic demagogue who tries to 
create confusion and strife 
between 
capital and labor, between the

showing any legitimate reason for so 
doing, is an arrant enemy to the toiler 
and mechanic and workingman; and 
that is the part that Bill Bryan has 
been playing all through this presi­ 
dential campaign.

“In 1819, Monroe bought

and he paid about 62% cents a head.

they kicked, and a man 
by the name of Jackson, whom some 
Democrats may have heard of, was 
sent down there to quiet them, and 
he attended to the business in good 
shape.

had 
some 
experience

line,

fact of the existence of the

by a foreign state, to whose language, 
law’s anil institutions they were total 
strangers. 
There never was, there 
never could be, any sympathy between 
these first American colonists aud the 
Mexican government under the cid 
regime. 
Separated by vast wilder­ 
nesses from the people of the United 
States, anil unaided save by the in­ 
dividual efforts of sympathizing breth­ 
ren therein, these colonists declared 
their independence, established it with 
the sword, and for nine years main­ 
tained a stable republic. 
Texas was neither purchased uor 
conquered for the union. 
Annexation 
to the United States wats accomplished 
through a treaty made by Texas repre­ 
sentatives and ratified by the freo 
suffrage of the citizens. 
No other 
state in the Union has bad such v a r i e d 
experience or sailed through such 
stormy seas into the haven of lienee 
anil prosperity.—St. Louis Globe-Demo­ 
crat.

Stephen A. Northway of Jefferson , Ashtabu la cou n ty, was born in Chrls- 
tiiiu Hollow, On on d aga cou n ty, New ^ork, Ju n e 19, 1833, an d removed with 
his paren ts to Orwell town ship, Ashtabu la cou n ty, Ohio, in 1840. Here he 
en gaged in farm labor. He was ed u cated in Kin gsville acad emy an d Orwell 
acad emy. He tau ght school to secu re the n ecessary mean s to prosecu te bis 
stu d ies. 
He wa s ad mitted to tu e bar in 1859, a nd elected prosecu tin g attorn ey of 
Ashta bula co unty in 1861, an d re-elected in 1863, becomin g promin en t in 
his profession . He was elected to the lo wer ho use of the gen eral assembly 
Id 1865, a nd served two y ea rs, resuming the pra ctice of his profession . 
In 1892 he was elected to the Fifty-third con gress, as a Repu blican , from 
the Nin eteen th d istrict, composed of Ashtabu la, Geau ga, Portage an d Tru m­ 
bu ll cou n ties; was re-elected to the Blfty-fou rth in 1894, an d to the Fifty- 
fifth in 1896, from the same d istrict. He d ied d u rin g his third term in 1898, 
an d was su cceed ed by Charles Dick. His record in con gress was highly 
commen d able.

Accurtioy In of Much More Impor­ 
tance 'fftian Speed. 
“ Rpf'od is by no m« :ms the piost 
necessary thing in shorthand writing,” 
explained

c.vperienecd 
stenogra- 
plu'r. “ bur with some teachers it is 
mn«le the great consiib'iatiori, often 
at the «'xpense of ev«‘rything else. The 
big thing 111 shortlmnd is legibility, 
for there are many who can write 
fast enough, but u ho are unable to 
tell what it means after it has gnjwn 
cold. 
I have Ix'cii a stenographer, de- 
pcmiing entirely on it .for my living, 
for ‘25 years. 
During that time I have, 
of (*f>nrse, picked up some kuowledge 
on the subject. 
I have 
been 
the 
stenographer for two cabinet officers, 
four assistant secretaries and three 
or four senators. 
Incidentally 1 have 
worked for a year as the private sec­ 
retary of one of the big bank presi­ 
dents in New York city. 
‘‘All of this experienf'c has proven 
one thing very conclusively, and that 
is that there is no necessity for any 
stenographer 
who does amanuensis 
work to write over 120 words a min­ 
ute and In l>0 cases oiit of 106 Qo ne­ 
cessity to write over 100 words a min­ 
ute. 
Indeed. I know of at least 25 
stenograplK'rs who are drawing the 
largest kiml of salaries n.s private sec- 
r«‘taries who have assured me that 
UieyAinve never been required to aver­ 
age as much as 9 0 words. T.’nder these 
circumstances it seems strange that 
sumo teachers of stenography will ex­ 
cite pupils to write 150 to 200 words 
per minute and endeavor to make them 
believe that sncli a railroad speed is

necessity.

EENATOR DAVIS IMPROVING 


STEPHEN A. NORTHWAY. 
Stephen A. Northway of Jefferson, Ashtabula county, was born In Chris­ 
tian Hollow, Onondaga county, New "York, June 19, 1833, and removed with 
his parents to Orwell township, Ashtabula county, Ohio, in 1840. Here he 
en g u lf 
farm labor. He was educated in Kingsville academy and Orwell 
academy. He taught school to secure the necessary means to prosecute his 
studies. 
He was admitted to the bar in 1859, and elected prosecuting attorney of 
A shtabula county in 1861, and re-elected in 1863, becoming prominent in 
his profession. He waft elected to the lower house of the general assembly 
in 1865, and served two years, resuming the practice of his profession. 
In 1892 he was elected to the Fifty-third congress, as a Republican, from 
the Nineteenth district, composed of Ashtabula, Geauga, Portage and Trum­ 
bull counties; was re-elected to the Fifty-fourth in 1894, and to the Fifty- 
fifth in 1896, from the same district. 
He died during his third term in 1898, 
and was succeeded by Charles Dick. His record in congress was highly 
commendable. 


ROBERT W. TAYLER. 
Robert W. Tayler 
of Lisbon, Columbiana county, was 
born in Youngs­ 
town, Ohio, Nov. 
26, 1852. 
He was 
graduated from the Western Reserve 
college, Hudson, Ohio, in 1872. For 
several years he was identified with 
the educational interests in eastern 
Ohio. He was superintendent of the 
Lisbon High school in 1873 and 1874. 
In 1875 and 1876 he was editor of the 
Buckeye State, a newspaper at Lisbon, 
and conducted it with great spirit and 
more than usual ability. He was ad­ 
mitted to the bar in 1877, and elected 
prosecuting attorney of Columbiana 
county in 1880, and continued to hold 
the office by re-election until 1888. He 
is still in the practice of his profes­ 
sion, notwithstanding his congressional 
services. 
In 1894 he was elected to the Fifty- 
fourth congress, as a Republican, from 
the Eighteenth district, composed of 
Columbiana, 
Mahoning 
and 
Stark 
counties; re-elected from the same dis­ 
trict in 1896, and again in 1898, his 
present term extending to March 4, 
1901. In the Fifty-sixth congress he 
attracted national attention as chair­ 
man of the house committee which 
refused B. H. Roberts of Utah a seat on account of polygamy. He has been 
an active and industrious legislator since his entrance into congress. 


CHARLES P. TAFT. 
Charles P. Taft of Cincinnati, a son of Attorney General Alphonso Taft, 
was born in Cincinnati, Ohio, December 21, 1843. 
He went through the 
public schools of that city; was graduated from Andover academy, Massa­ 
chusetts in 1860; from Yale college in 1864, and from Columbia Law college 
in 1866. In the latter year he went to Germany and took a degree in the 
University of Heidelberg. 
In 1871 he was elected a representative to the general assembly of Ohio, 
as a Republican, and as chairman of the committee of common schools 
brought about the codification of the school laws. 
In 1879 he became editor and part proprietor of the Cincinnati Times- 
Star, a Republican newspaper, and still continues to hold that position, in 
connection with the practice of his profession. 
He was elected to the Fifty- 
fourth congress in 1894. from the First district, a part of Hamilton county, 
and served but one term. 


JAMES H. SOUTHARD. 
James Harding Southard of Toledo was born on a farm in Washington 
township, Lucas county, Ohio, January 20, 1851. 
He attended 
Hope­ 
well district school and the grammar and high schools of Toledo, and 
studied at Adrian, Michigan, and Oberlin, Ohio, preparatory to entering Cor­ 
nell university, from which he graduated in 1875. 
In 1877 he was admitted to the bar, and in 1882 was appointed assistant 
prosecuting attorney of 
Lucas county, and was afterward twice elected 
prosecuting attorney of the county, discharging the duties of the office with 
marked ability. 
He was elected to the Fifty-fourth congress in 1894, as a Republican, 
from the Ninth district, consisting of the counties of Lucas, Fulton, Wood 
aud Ottawa, and was re-elected to the Fifty-fifth in 1896, and to the Fifty- 
sixth in 1898. He is still in the active practice of his profession at Toledo. 


FRANCIS B. DEWITT. 
Francis B. D ew itt of Paulding was born in Jackson county, Indiana, 
March ll, 1849, and came to Delaware county. Ohio, with his parents in 
M64, where he was reared on a farm. 
In 1861, when 12 years of age, he 
enlisted in the military service and participated in the Corinth campaign, 
xnd in the battle of Shiloh. Because of injuries and disabilities he was mus­ 
tered out of the service in 1862, but within five weeks re-enlisted in the 
Hundred and Twenty-first Ohio volunteer infantry, in which he served 
tai the end of the war. He was a prisoner of war at Salisbury, Danville 
i Libby. 
He attended the common schools, the Galena High school, the Leb?n a 
^nial school and the Ohio Wesleyan university at Delaware. 
He ta. 
•°ol for three or four years, while pursuing the study of law, was adm its ti 
sthe practice in 1875, and located at Paulding, where he followed his pio- 
pion until 1891, when he engaged in agricultural pursuits, and now resid es 
this farm nehr Paulding. 
He was elected as a representative from Paulding county, as a v1, 
*D> in 1891, and re-elected in 1893, resigning the position to enter 
Kress. In 1894 he was elected to the Fifty-fourth congress from the PL th 
p itt, Paulding, Defiance, Henry, Putnam, Van W ert and Williams csnn- 
He carried a largely Democratic district in 1894, and was deieaie 
re-election in I s a t

“Speed is by no means the piost 
necessary thing in shorthand writing,”

made the great consideration, often 
at the expense of everything else. The 
big thing In shorthand is legibility, 
for there are many who can write 
fast enough, but who are unable to 
tell what it means alter it has grown 
cold. 
I have been a stenographer, de­ 
pending entirely on it .for my living, 
for 25 years. During that time I have, 
of course, picked up some knowledge 
on the subject. 
I hove 
been 
the 
stenographer for two cabinet officers, 
four assistant secretaries and three 
or four senators. 
Incidentally I have 
W’orked for a year as the private sec­ 
retary of one of the big bank presi­ 
dents in New York city. 
“All of this experience has proven 
one thing very conclusively, and that 
Is that there is no necessity for any 
stenographer who does amanuensis 
work to write over 120 w'ords a min­ 
ute and In 99 cases out of 196 no ne­ 
cessity to write over IOO words a min­ 
ute. 
Indeed, I know of at least 25 
stenographers who are drawing the 
largest kind of salaries as private sec 
rotaries who have assured me that 
tbeyffiave never been required to aver­ 
age as much as 90 words. Under these 
circumstances it seems strange that 
some teachers of stenography will ex 
cite pupils to write 150 to 200 wrords 
per minute and endeavor to make them 
believe that such a railroad speed is 
a 
necessity. 
Such a 
practice does 
actual Injury, for It discourages many 
from even learning a moderate speed. 
“There have been Instances where 
it may have been necessary for stenog­ 
raphers to lie able to write over 200 
and more words a minute, and there is 
a legend hanging about the senate 
chamber that General Hawley, for 
IO or 12 minutes in a speech, once 
spoke 225 words a minute.

‘Rpeed is by no means the piost 
necessary thing in shorthand writing,1 
explained an experienced stenogra­ 
pher, “bur with some teachers it is 
made the great consideration, often 
at the expense of everything else. The 
big thing in shorthand is legibility, 
for there are many who can write 
fast enough, but iv ho are unable to 
tell what it means after it has grown 
cold. 
I have been a stenographer, de­ 
pending entirely on it for my living, 
for 25 years. 
During that time I have, 
of course, picked up some knowledge 
on the subject. 
I have 
been 
the 
stenographer for two cabinet officers, 
four assistant secretaries and three 
or four senators. 
Incidentally I have 
worked for a year as the private sec­ 
retary of one of the big bank presi­ 
dents in New York city. 
“All of this experience has proven 
one tiling very conclusively, and that 
Is that there is no necessity for any 
stenographer who does amanuensis 
work to write over 120 words a min­ 
ute and in 99 cases out of IOO no ne­ 
cessity to write over IOO words a min­ 
ute. 
Indeed. I know of at least 25 
stenographers who are drawing the 
largest kind of salaries as private sec­ 
retaries who have assured me that 
they4mvc never been required to aver­ 
age as rn neb as OO words. Under these 
circumstances it seems strange that 
some teachers of stenography will ex­ 
cite pupils to write 150 to 200 words 
per minute and endeavor to make them 
believe that such a railroad speed is 
a 
necessity. 
Such a practice does 
actual Injury, for It discourages many 
from even learning a moderate speed. 
There have been instances where 
it may have been necessary for stenog­ 
raphers to be able to write over 200 
and more words a minute, and there is 
a legend hanging about the senate 
chamber that General Hawley, for 
IO or 12 minutes In a speech, once 
spoke 225 words a minute. The aver­ 
age speed of senators in speeches does 
not reach 110 words and in dictating 
letters rarely reaches IOO words.”— 
Washington Star.

FROM 1803 TO 1901. 


STEPH EN A. NORTH WAY. 


Stephen A. Northway of Jefferson, Ashtabula county, was born In Chris­ 
tian Hollow, Onondaga county, New ^ork, June 19, 1833, and removed with 
bis parents to Orwell township, Ashtabula county, Ohio, in 1840. 
Here he 
engaged in farm labor. 
He wras educated in Kingsville academy and Orwell 
academy. He taught school to secure the necessary means to prosecute bis 
studies. 
He was admitted to toe bar in 1859, and elected prosecuting attorney of 
Ashtabula county in 1861, and re-elected in 1863, becoming prominent in 
bis profession. 
He was elected to the lower house of the general assembly 
in 1865, and served two years, resuming the practice of his profession. 
In 1892 he was elected to the Fifty-third congress, as a Republican, from 
the Nineteenth district, composed of Ashtabula, Geauga. Portage and Trum­ 
bull counties; was re-elected to the Fifty-fourth in 1894, and to the Fifty- 
fifth in 1896, from the same district. 
He died during his third term in 1898, 
and was succeeded by Charles Dick. 
His record in congress was highly 
commendable. 


R O B E R T VV. TAYLER. 
Robert W. Tayler of Lisbon, Columbiana county, was born in Youngs­ 
town, Ohio, Nov. 26, 1852. 
He was graduated from the Western Reserve 
college, Hudson, Ohio, in 1872. For 
several years he was identified with 
the educational interests in eastern 
Ohio.

mitted to the bar in 1877, and elected 
prosecuting attorney of Columbiana 
county in 1880, and continued to hold 
the office by re-election until 1888. 
He 
is still in the practice of his profes­ 
sion, notwithstanding his congressional 
services. 
In 1894 he was elected to the Fifty- 
fourth congress, as a Republican, from 
the Eighteenth district, composed of 
Columbiaua. 
Mahoning 
and 
Stark 
counties; re-elected from the same dis­ 
trict in 1896, and again in 1898, his 
present term extending to March 4, 
1901. 
In the Fifty-sixth congress he 
attracted national attention as chair­ 
man of the house committee which 
refused B. H. Roberts of Utah a seat on account of polygamy. 
He has been 
an active and industrious legislator since his entrance into congress. 


C H A R LES P. TA FT. 
Charles P. Taft of Cincinnati, a son of Attorney General Alphonso Taft, 
was born in Cincinnati, Ohio, December 21, 1843. 
He went through th* 
public schools of that city; was graduated from Andover academy, Massa­ 
chusetts in 1860; from Yale college in 1864, and from Columbia Law college 
In 1866. 
In the latter year he went to Germany and took a degree in the 
University of Heidelberg. 
In 1871 he was elected a representative to the general assembly of Ohio, 
ss a Republican, and as chairman of the committee of common schools 
brought about the codification of the school laws. 
In 1879 he became editor and part proprietor of tho Cincinnati Times- 
Star, a Republican newspaper, and still continues to hold that position, In 
connection with the practice of his profession. 
He was elected to the Fifty- 
fourth congress in 1894, from the First district, a part of Hamilton county, 
sud served but one term.

‘Speed Is by no means the piost 
necessary thing iii shorthand writing,” 
explained an experienced stenogra­ 
pher. “hut with some teachers It is 
made the great consideration, often 
at the expense of everything else. The 
big tiling in shorthand is legibility, 
for there are many who can write 
fast enough, hut w ho are unable to 
tell what It means alter It has grown 
cohl. 
I have been a stenographer, de­ 
pending entirely on it for my living, 
for 25 year*. During that time I have, 
of course, picked up some knowledge 
on the subject. 
I have 
lieen 
the 
stenographer for two cabinet officers, 
four assistant secretaries and three 
or four senators. 
Incidentally I have 
worked for u year as the private sec­ 
retary of one of the big bank presi­ 
dents in New York city. 
“All of this experience has proven 
one tiling very conclusively, nm! that 
I* that there Is no necessity for any 
stenographer who does amanuensis 
work to write over 120 words a min­ 
ute and In 99 cases cig of 190 Qo ne­ 
cessity to write over IOO words a min­ 
ute. 
Indeed. I know of at least 25 
stenographers who are drawing the 
largest kind of salaries as private sec­ 
retaries who have assured me that 
they’♦lave never been required to aver­ 
age a* much as 90 words. Under these 
circumstances it seems strange that 
aura# teachers of stenography will ex­ 
cite pupils to write 150 to 200 words 
per minute uml endeavor to make them 
believe that such a railroad speed is 
a 
necessity. 
Such a 
practice does 
actual injury, for it discourages many 
from even learning ti moderate speed. 
‘There have tieon instances where 
It may have been necessary for stenog­ 
raphers to tie able to write over 200 
and more words a minute, and there is 
a legend hanging about the senate 
chancier that General Hawley, for 
IO or 12 minutes In a speech, once 
spoke 225 words a minute. The aver­ 
age speed of senators It) speeches dot's 
not reach HO words and in dictating 
letter* rarely reaches IOO words.”—
